"flyer'f olten enough to iix "WIIUb the AC' 
tor's" face well In mind. 
. - Rldlns thaaubway ln Brooklyn a lew- weeks 
ago, young Schuster saw a man who appeared 
vaguely familiar. Suddenly his memory click- 
ed and be realized it was Button. He trolled 
the robber from the subway until he spotted a 
police car. He told the officers his story, and 
eventually the? picked up 0utton and arrest- 
ed him. 

What spurred Schuster to act on his hunch 
we can only guess. Zt may Jiave been publish- 
ed reports Uiat $70,000 reward awaited the 
, irtan_who could point out Sytton. Or maybe 
' he hod a streafc 61 the "private eyB"-ln hini.- 

Hls-llrst-lcsaon-ln the farutaUUca of llle 

came when the police version of Sutton's 
capture made no mention of Arnold Schuster, 
giving instead full credit to the arresting 
officers.

Not manynighta ago, whlle,he^was walking 
alone about a block irom his home, Schitster 
was shot and kUlefl.

From the forces 
of law and order, Schuster got nothing lor his 
display of public-spirited conduct.
